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ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION. 
PENDENNIS CLUB 
Incorporated November 6, 1882 


The undersigned do hereby form themselves, their 
associates, and successors, into a corporation for pur- 
poses of social pleasure, and adopt the following 
articles of incorporation : 


x 


The name of the corporation shall be the ‘‘Pen- 
dennis Club,’’ and its location Louisville, Jefferson 
County, Kentucky. 


IL. 


The amount of capital stock shall be one hundred 
thousand dollars, divided into two thousand shares 
of fifty dollars each. A person becoming a member 
of the Club, and no other, shall be entitled to one 
share of stock, which shall be paid by his initiation 
fee; said stock shall not be transferable by act of 
the party or by operation of law, and shall revert 
absolutely to the Club on such person ceasing to be 
a member, whether by death or resignation, expul- 
sion or otherwise. No person shall hold more than 
one share of stock, nor be entitled to record more 
than one vote. 
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IIT. 


The members of the Club shall be: 

1. Those now members of the voluntary organiza- 
iton known as the ‘‘Pendennis Club,’’ whose stock 
shall be paid by the transfer of the assets of that 
organization to this corporation. 

2. Such other persons as may be elected in the 
manner prescribed by the By-Laws and sign the 
Constitution and pay the requisite initiation fee. 

No person shall hereafter be eligible as a member 
unless twenty-three years of age and of moral char- 
acter. 

The initiation fee shall not be less than fifty dol- 
lars, and monthly dues shall not exceed five dollars. 


IV. 


At a meeting of the Club to be held Monday, 
November 6, 1882, the members present shall elect, 
by a majority vote, a President, Vice-President, 
Secretary, Treasurer (which last two offices nay be 
united), and seven Directors, and such Officers and 
Directors shall compose the Board of Directors. The 
Officers shall be elected for one year, four of the 
Directors for two years, and three for one year. 
Thereafter, at the annual meeting to be held on the 
first Monday in November, the Officers and Directors 
to fill the place of those whose terms have expired 
Shall be elected by a majority vote, the term of the 
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Officers to be one year and that of the Directors 


two years. 
V. 


The Board of Directors shall be the governing 
body of the Club; shall have power to fill vacancies 
of Officers or Directors for the unexpired term, and 
to make and enforce all necessary rules and regula- 
tions, including the fixing and enforcing of fines, 
penalties, forfeitures, and expulsions; but it shall 
provide for an appeal to the Club on the part of any 
member whom it may decide to expel, and its de- 
cision on such questions shall be subject to a re- 
versal by a majority vote of the members present 
at the meeting which considers it. 


Af & 


Besides such special meetings as may be called by 
the Board of Directors, the Secretary shall, at the 
written request of five members, designating the 
object of the meeting, call a.meeting of the Club; 
and at such meeting any rule or regulation estab- 
lished by the Board of Directors may be vacated by 
a vote of a majority of the members present, or any 
Officer or Director named in the call may be removed 
from office by a vote of two-thirds of the members 
present, and the place supplied by a vote of a ma- 
jority of those present. A notice posted by the 
Seeretary in a conspicuous place in the Club for 
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ten days, designating the time, place, and object of 
a meeting, shall be a valid call therefor. 


VIL. 


No open bar shall be kept in the Club House, and 
each member shall pay for himself only; no member 
being allowed to be served to anything in the Club 
House at the expense of another, except in company 
with an invited guest. 

Betting and gambling of every kind are strictly 
prohibited at all times, and no games of cards or 
other games shall be played for money or its equiva- 
lent therein ; nor shall any games whatever be played 
in the Club House between the hour of closing on 
Saturday and the hour of opening on Monday morn. 
ing. No raffle shall be permitted in the Club House, 
nor shall any subscription paper be posted therein, 
nor subscriptions for any purpose whatever solicited 
from the members in the Club Rooms. 


VIL. 


Private property of the members of the Club shall 
not be liable for its debts, and the Club shall at no 
time be indebted in an amount exceeding fifty thou- 
sand dollars. 

IX. 


The existence of said corporation shall begin 
November 6, 1882, and extend twenty-five years. 
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AMENDMENTS TO EXISTING CHARTER. 


The undersigned are the Directors and Managers 
of the Pendennis Club (there being no trustees ex- 
cept as the undersigned may be considered to fill 
the office of trustees) constituting more than two- 
thirds of the total number. 


And whereas, in view of the fact that said Club 
never issued any stock to its members, and has 
never been operated, managed or used for private 
profit, we consent to and adopt the following as 
amendments to the existing charter: 


1. Section 2 of the old charter is repealed and in 
lieu thereof it is enacted, ‘‘that the interest of the 
members of the Club shall not be transferred by the 
act of the member, or by operation of law, and said 
interests shall revert absolutely to the Club on such 
members ceasing to be a member, whether by death, 
resignation, expulsion, or otherwise.”’ 


2. Section 9 is amended as follows: 


‘‘The existence of the Club shall continue and be 
extended from November 6, 1907, to November 6, 
2007.’’ 

3. That the eighth section of said charter be and 
the same is repealed, and in lieu thereof it is pro- 
vided: 
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‘‘The private property of the members of the Club 
shall not be liable for its debts, nor shall there be 
any personal liability of any kind on any member of 
the Club for any debt of the Club.”’ 


The Club shall at no time be indebted to an 
amount exceeding $150,000. 


4. That a tenth section be and is added to the 
present charter so as to declare: 


‘‘The Club shall have the right to sell or mortgage 
the club house whenever deemed advisable by two- 
thirds of the members present at any regular meet- 
ing or at any ealled meeting in the manner pre- 
seribed by the sixth section of the charter. At such 
meeting the minutes shall show what members were 
present, and how they voted, and their vote shall be 
taken by calling and recording the name of each 
member present, and how he voted.’’ 


In the event the property shall be sold, the pro- 
eeeds shall be reinvested in another elub house, to 
be held under the same terms and conditions as the 
present, and in the event of a mortgage the record 
shall show for what purpose the mortgage is 
executed. 


Whenever at such meeting it is determined to 
either sell or mortgage, the necessary deed or mort- 
gage shall be executed by the President or, in his 
absence, by the Vice-President and the hen asians 
in the method provided by law. 
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In testimony whereof, the undersigned have duly 
affixed their signatures and acknowledge this con- 
sent in writing to be their several acts and deeds 
this lst day of November, 1907.

Know aut MEN By THESE PRESENTS, That the un- 
dersigned do hereby form themselves, their associates 
and successors, into a corporation for the purposes 
of social pleasure, and. adopt the following articles 
of incorporation: 

The name of the corporation shall be the ‘‘Tav- 
ern Club,’’ and its location, Louisville, Kentucky. 

Said corporation is to have no capital stock, and 
no pecuniary profit is to be derived therefrom. 

The members of the Club shall be all those who 
are now members of the voluntary organization 
known as the ‘‘Tavern Club’’ and such other per- 
sons as may hereafter be elected and admitted in the 
manner prescribed in the By-laws of said Club. 

The officers of the Club shall be a President, a 
Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer (which last two 
offices may be united) and five directors, and said 
officers and directors shall compose the Board of Di- 
rectors. 

The officers and directors shall be elected by a 
majority vote of the members present at an annual 
meeting of the Club, to be held the last Tuesday of 
October, in each year, and shall hold their offices for 
one year, and until their successors are elected. 

The following shall be the officers and directors 
of said Club until the next regular election, viz.: 
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President, Avery Robinson; Vice-President, Mason 
B. Barret; Treasurer, Coleman Meriwether; Secre- 
tary, R. V. Van Vredenburg; Directors, W. W. 
Davies, T. K. Helm, Richard V. Look, E. L. MeDon- 
ald, and Cuthbert Thompson. 

The Board of Directors shall be the governing 
body of the Club; shall have power to fill vacancies 
of the officers or directors for the unexpired term; 
to prescribe By-laws, and to make and enforce all 
necessary rules and regulations, including the fixing 
and enforcing of fines; but it shall provide for an 
appeal to the Club on the part of any member whom 
it may decide to expel, and its decision on such ques- 
tions shall be subject to the reversal by a majority 
of the members present at the meeting which con- 
siders it. 

Said corporation shall begin at the execution of 
these articles, and exist for thirty years.

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ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION 
PENDENNIS CLUB 
Incorporated July 7, 1916 





The undersigned persons do hereby associate to 
form a corporation for social purposes, having no 
capital stock and from which no private, pecuniary 
profit is to be derived, under Article VIII of Chapter 
32 of the Kentucky Statutes, and adopt the follow- 
ing Articles of Incorporation: 


A; 


The name of the corporation shall be ‘* Penden- 
nes Club,’’ and its location Louisville, Jefferson 
County, Kentucky. 


II. 


The corporation is to have no capital stock and 
no private, pecuniary profit is to be derived there- 


from. 
IIL. 


The members of the Club shall be all those who 
are now members of the Pendennis Club, of Louis- 
ville, Kentucky, and all those who are now members 
of the Tavern Club, of Louisville, Kentucky, and 
such other persons as may hereafter be elected and 
admitted in the manner prescribed by the By-Laws. 
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IV. 


Promptly after the receipt from the Secretary of 
State of the certificate showing the incorporation of 
the Club, the incorporators shall call a meeting of 
the members of the Club and at such meeting five 
Directors shall be elected to serve until the first an- 
nual meeting, on the ‘last Monday in November, 
1916, and the five Directors so elected shall have all 
the powers hereinafter given to the Board of Diree- 
tors and shall have the further power to elect one 
of their members President, and one of their mem- 
bers Vice-President, and to appoint a Secretary and 
a Treasurer to perform the duties usually pertaining 
to those offices and such Secretary and Treasurer 
may be members of the Club other than the Board of 
Directors so elected. The said five Directors and the 
Secretary and Treasurer so appointed shall hold office 
until the first annual meeting of the Club, as above 
provided. , 


The annual meeting of the Club shall be held at 
the clubhouse on the last Monday of November in 
each year, and at the first annual meeting in No- 
vember, 1916, there shall be elected a President, a 
Vice-President, a Secretary and a Treasurer, and 
seven Directors, and such officers and Directors shall 
compose the Board of Directors. At the first meet- 
ing by a majority vote of those present at the meet- 
ing, the officers shall be elected for one year, four of 
the Directors for two years and three for one year. 
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At the annual meetings held thereafter, the Officers 
and Directors to fill the places of those whose terms 
have expired shall be, elected by a majority vote of 
those present at the meeting, the terms of the Officers 
to be one year and that of Directors two years. 


V. 


The Board of Directors shall be the governing 
body of the Club and shall have power to prescribe 
the class or classes of members and the initiation 
fees and the dues to be paid by the members of each 
class, provided, however, that only resident members 
shall have the right to vote in club meetings; to fill 
vacancies of Officers or Directors for the unexpired 
term; to prescribe By-Laws, and to make and en- 
force all necessary rules and regulations, including 
the fixing and enforcing of fines, penalties, forfei. 
tures, suspensions, and expulsions; but it shall pro- 
vide for. an appeal to the Club on the part of any 
member whom it may decide to expel. Any rule or 
By-Law adopted by the Board of Directors shall be 
subject to review and reversal by a majority vote of 
the members present at any meeting of the Club. 


VI. 


The Club shall have the right to acquire and hold 
property, both real and personal, including all of the 
property of the two organizations known as the Tav- 
ern Club and the Pendennis Club, and to assume all 
the obligations of both of said Clubs, and to dispose 
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of any property it may acquire in any manner that 
it sees fit; provided, however, that the Board of Di- 
rectors shall have no right to sell or mortgage the 
real estate now owned by the Pendennis Club on the 
south side of Walnut Street between Third and 
Fourth Streets, in the City of Louisville, Kentucky, 
except on the assent of two-thirds of the members 
present at any regular meeting or at any special 
meeting called for that purpose. 


VIL. 


No interest or right of the members of the Club 
shall be transferred by the act of the member, or by 
operation of law, and all interests and rights shall 
revert absolutely to the Club on any member ceasing 
to be a member, whether by death, resignation, for- 
feiture, expulsion, or otherwise. 


VI. 


The highest amount of indebtedness or liability 
which the Club may at any time incur shall not ex- 
ceed Three Hundred Thousand Dollars. 


IX. 


The private property of the members of the Club 
Shall not be liable for its debts. 


X. 


Said corporation shall begin upon filing of these 
Articles and shall exist for fifty years.

OFFICERS AND THEIR DUTIES. 

The President, Vice-President, Secretary, and 
Treasurer shall perform the duties which usually de- 
volve upon such officers, 

il, 
DUTIES OF TREASURER. 

The Treasurer shall report to the Board at each 
regular meeting the state of his accounts; a classi- 
fied statement of all receipts and a detailed list of all 
expenditures incurred since his last report. He shall 
pay no bill not approved by the chairman of the 
committee authorized to make the expenditure. He 
shall report all bills due the Club by members which 
have remained unpaid one month, and shall post on 
the bulletin board the names of all members whose 
accounts shall have remained unpaid, as provided in 
By-Law X. 

LIT. 


COMMITTEES 


The President shall annually appoint the follow- 
ing Committees: A House Committee, a Committee 
on Finance, a Committee on Wines, a Committee on 
Tobacco, a Library Committee, and a Billiard Com- 
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mittee, each of which committees shall be composed 
of five members. Each committee shall supervise the 
purchase of supplies within its province and fix the 
price for the sale thereof. 

The President shall ex-officio be a member of all 
committees. The President shall also annually ap- 
point a Seeret Membership Committee to be com- 
posed of five members and the personnel of the Com- 
mittee shall be unknown to not only the members 
but to the Directors of the Club, but the President 
and Secretary shall be ex-officio members of such 
committee and shall have the power to vote with the 
committee and to confer with the members and re- 
port to the Board of Directors. 


IV. 


DUTIES OF FINANCE COMMITTEE. 


The Finance Committee shall be empowered to 
examine the books of the Treasurer prior to each 
regular meeting of the Board, and shall report the 
result of said examination to the Board in writing, 
and shall further have the power to employ an ex- 
pert accountant to audit the books. 

Provided however, that the first Finance Com- 
mittee appointed for this Club shall be charged with 
the duties of ascertaining the assets and liabilities of 
the old Tavern Club and of the old Pendennis Club, 
and recommending the ways and means of discharg- 
ing the outstanding obligations of the said old Clubs 
as now assumed, or to be assumed, by this Club, and 
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devising and recommending to the Board of Direc- 
tors the ways and means of raising the necessary 
funds for the improvement of the old building or 
the erection of a new building, and in general ad- 
vising with the Board and recommending the plans 
for the handling of the finances of the new Club, the. 
liquidation of the obligation assumed and the raising 
of money. 
0 
DUTIES OF HOUSE COMMITTEE. 

The House Committee shall have entire charge 
of the House, designate the uses of the rooms, fix the 
time of opening and closing the House; shall employ 
and discharge the servants, and shall fix wages and 
salaries of all servants and employees receiving less 
than $100.00 a month, and have control of expendi- 
tures made by the Superintendent. They shall re- 
quire the Superintendent to return receipts for all 
sums expended by him, and shall present said re- 
ceipts, with their report, to the Finance Committee 
prior to each regular meeting of the Board. All rules 
made by them shall be subject to revision by the 
Board of Directors. 


VI. 
DIRECTORS’ MEETING. 


The Board of Directors shall hold a meeting on 
the second Tuesday in every month, the hour to be 
fixed by the Board and stated in the notice of the 
meeting. 
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Special meetings shall be called at the request of 
the President or any two members of the Board, and 
any business may be transacted at such meetings. 


VIL. 
MEMBERSHIP. 


No person shall be eligible as a member unless 
twenty-one years of age and of good moral character. 

Election of members shall be after nomination in 
writing by one member, endorsed by two others, 
posted on the bulletin board of the Club for ten days. 
During said period every member shall have the- 
right. to place in a box, provided for that purpose, 
his personally signed endorsement, or objection, or 
eriticism of the proposed member and at the expira- 
tion of the ten-day period the Secretary shall open 
the box and preserve, until final action upon such 
name, the information so obtained. 

The Secretary shall thereupon call a meeting of 
the Secret Membership Committee and present the 
name of the proposed member, or members, together 
with such information as he has been able to obtain, 
including that deposited in the box, and the Secret 
Committee shall thereupon, after such investigation 
as it may deem proper, make its report and submit 
its recommendation to the Board of Directors of the 
Club, and thereafter the Board of Directors shall act 
upon the nomination of the proposed member by 
either declaring him elected or rejected. The ad- 
verse vote of two Directors shall result in the rejec- 
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tion of the nominee. The action of the Board of Di- 
rectors upon the proposed member shall not be re- 
corded upon its minutes, but the original nomination 
ecard shall be preserved by the Secretary and no 
member shall be ballotted upon twice within any one 
year if rejected in any form. 

Members elected must pay their initiation fee 
within one month after the date of their election and 
notice, otherwise their election shall be forfeited. 


VIII. 
VISITORS. 


Any person residing more than twenty-five miles 
from the Club House may be invited by a member to 
- the use of the Club for a period of fifteen days. This 
invitation may be renewed once, but not oftener, un- 
til an absence of three months shall intervene. A 
card of invitation designating the period shall be 
given the guest, and his name and that of the mem- 
ber inviting him shall be recorded, and the host shall 
be responsible for the guest: 


The House Committee may revoke any invitation. 
The Board of Directors may, by a unanimous vote of 
those present, extend to any officer of the regular 
Army, Navy or Marine Corps of the United States 
the privileges of the Club for six months upon pay- 
ment of regular monthly dues. The Board may also, 
by vote, extend the privileges of the Club to the resi- 
dent clergy. No member shall extend the privileges 
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of the Club to more than two visitors at any one 
time, without permission from the Chairman of the 
House Committee. 

Persons residing within twenty-five miles of the 
Club House may be introduced into the Club when 
accompanied by and as the guest*of the introducing 
member; but not oftener than once in a calendar 
month by the same member. 

LX. 
INITIATION FEES AND DUES. 

The initiation fee of members thirty years of age 
and over shall be two hundred dollars and of mem- 
bers under thirty years of age one hundred dollars. 

The dues of members, until changed pursuant to 
the By-Laws, shall be payable quarterly in advance 
on the first days of January, April, July and Oc- 
tober, in each year, at the rate of eighty dollars per 
year for members thirty years of age and over and 
at the rate of sixty dollars per year for members 
under thirty years of age. 

New members shall pay dues at the same rate for 
each unexpired month and fractional part of a 
month in the current quarter. 

On application to the Board of Directors a mem- 
ber may have one-half his dues remitted during his 
absence from the State, if such absence shall be for 
six months continuously. 

Members elected by the Board and residing more 
than twenty-five miles from the Club House shall 
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pay Fifty Dollars initiation fees and Twenty Dollars 
annual dues. 

Whenever a non-resident member shall cease to 
belong to that class by actually residing or spending 
the principal part of his time, or by having a place 
of business within twenty-five miles of Louisville, he 
shall thenceforth be classed as a resident member and 
shall thereafter pay full annual dues. 

Every non-resident member who shall become a 
resident member shall pay an amount equal to the 
difference between his original initiation fee and the 
entrance fee for resident members at the time of his 
admission as a non-resident member, and a failure 
to pay said sum shall be considered a failure to pay 
initiation fee and assessment dues. 


xX. 
PAYMENT OF ACCOUNTS. 


Members’ accounts are due on the first of each 
month for all indebtedness incurred in the previous 
month. Accounts must be paid on or before the close 
of the month succeeding that: in which the indebted- 
ness is incurred. Names of members whose accounts 
are not so paid will be placed on the bulletin board 
of the Club on the first of each month and remain 
fifteen days, or until the account is paid. Upon all 
indebtedness not paid prior to the fifteenth day of 
the second month succeeding the month in which 
said indebtedness was incurred, there shall be added 
a penalty of three per cent. upon the amount thereof, 
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if thirty-five dollars or over, and one dollar if under 
such amount, and an additional penalty of two per 
cent. shall be added upon the fifteenth day of each 
succeeding month that such indebtedness remains 
unpaid. 

Any member posted for non-payment of his aec- 
counts shall not receive further eredit until his ae- 
count is paid, and when posted for fifteen days shall 
be subject to suspension or expulsion at the option 
of the Board. Notice of this suspension of credit 
shall be sent him by the Treasurer. 

No member’s account shall exceed two hundred 
dollars. 

Any member whose name is posted for indebted- 
ness, as provided herein, and who shall fail to pay 
such indebtedness within one month from date of 
posting, shall ipso facto be suspended from all the 
privileges of the Club until said indebtedness shall 
be paid; but this shall not be construed to limit the 
power of the Board to suspend or expel as above 
provided. 


Xl. 
EXPULSION OR SUSPENSION OF MEMBERS. 


The penalty of expulsion shall not be inflicted ex- 
cept upon a two-thirds vote of the entire Board of 
Directors, or the penalty of suspension inflicted ex- 
cept upon a majority vote of the members present at 
the meeting of the Board. 
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Any member expelled shall have the right, within 
two weeks after notice of the action of the Board 
has been sent him, to require the Secretary to call a 
general meeting of the Club to consider the matter. 
At such general meeting a majority vote shall decide 
whether the judgment of the Board be affirmed, 
modified or reversed. 


XIT. 


COMPLAINTS AND SUGGESTIONS. 

Any member desiring to make complaints or sug- 
gestions to the Directors shall do so by reducing 
same to writing and depositing the communication 
in a complaint box provided for that purpose. 


SILL. 


NOTICES. 

A member may inscribe in a book to be kept at 
the Club a mail address for notices. In the absence 
of such inseription a notice may be given by deposit 
in the mail addressed to him at Louisville, Ky., and 
the member shall be held to have received it within 
five days after it is mailed. 


XIV. 


RESTRICTIONS AND PENALTIES. 

1. No member shall insult or strike another in 
the Club, or come or remain in the Club while in- 
toxicated, or while there be guilty of any conduct 
that will bring reproach upon the Club, 
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For violation of this By-Law the penalty shall be 
expulsion or suspension for such period as may be 
fixed by the Board, or fine in such sum as the Board 
may assess. 

2. Servants must not be fee’d nor reprimanded 
except by a member of the House Committee; nor 
shall there be any card-playing or service of refresh- 
ments except in the rooms set apart for that purpose; 
nor shall any publication belonging to the Club be 
taken from the Club House. For violation of this 
By-Law the penalty shall be a fine of five dollars. 

3. No member shall remain in the Club House 
after 1 o’clock a. m., under penalty of ten dollars. 

4. Gambling shall not be allowed in the Club and 
for any violation of this rule the Board of Directors 
may impose a fine not to exceed one hundred dollars. 

5. The penalty for failing to pay a fine shall be 
expulsion. 

6. The Board shall adjudge and enforce all pen- 
alties, and for any conduct of a member not in viola- 
tion of the Constitution or By-Laws, but improper 
and prejudicial to the Club, he may be expelled or 
suspended for such period as the Board may fix, or 
fined in such sum as the Board may assess. 

7. The Board shall have the right to call upon 
any member, including the accused, to make, on hon- 
or, a full statement, oral or written, in reference to 
any infraction of the laws of the Club, and he shall 
not be excused therefrom on the ground that such 
statement would be self-incriminating. 
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XV. 


FISCAL YEAR OF THE CLUB. 


The fiscal year of the Club shall commence No- 
vember Ist and end with October 3lst of each year. 


XVL 


AMENDMENT OF BY-LAWS. 


No alteration or amendment shall be made in 
these By-Laws except upon an affirmative vote of 
two-thirds of the members of the Board of Directors. 
Due notice of all alterations or amendments shall be 
given members by posting same on the bulletin board 
of the Club immediately upon their passage by the 
Board of Directors. 


XVII. 


NOMINATIONS AND BALLOTS. 


After the annual election on the last Monday in 
November, 1916, no member is eligible to be elected 
at an annual meeting an Officer or Director in the 
Club, unless his name shall have been posted in nomi- 
nation on the bulletin board of the Club at least ten 
days before the annual election. 

The Secretary of the Club shall cause ballots to be 
printed, containing all names so posted, alphabetic- 
ally arranged, and shall furnish the same to the mem- 
bers of the Club at the opening of the meeting at 
which the election is to take place.

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HOUSE RULES. 


I. The Club House will be open every day from 
7 am. until 12 p.m.; members may remain until 
1 am.; any member remaining after that hour shall 
be fined ten dollars, excepting members occupying 
their private bed rooms. 

Il. - The restaurant shall be closed at 12: :00 p.m. 

Ill. Members introducing guests into the Club 
will be considered responsible for their conduct 
while in the Club House, and for any debt that may 
acerue on their account. 

IV. No guest shall give an entertainment in the 
Club House without the consent of the House Com- 
mittee. 

V. Members must sign tickets for all indebted- 
ness to the Club before leaving the House. All wines, 
liquors and cigars sent to the Card and Billiard 
Rooms must be signed for cn delivery. 

VI. The ladies of the immediate families of mem- 
bers shall be entitled to the privileges of the Ladies’ 
Department, and ladies so qualified may be accom- 
panied by lady guests. 

Ladies unaccompanied by members will not be 
admitted to the Club House after 7 p.m. 

VII. Visitors have the privilege of signing tick- 
ets for amounts due the Club. If, however, a cash 
payment is made, a ‘“‘eash ticket’? must be signed by 
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the party making the payment and placed by him in 
a box provided for that purpose. 

Vill. Any property of the Club broken or in- 
jured by a member shall be paid for by him. 

IX. No book, pamphlet, newspaper, or other 
property of the Club shall be mutilated or removed 
from the Club House. 

X. Private Dining Rooms eannot be assigned to 
parties numbering less than four persons. 

XI. Children accompanied by a Club member 
of the Club will be admitted to the Library and Din- 
ing Rooms only. 

XIt. No member or guest shall give any money 
or gratuity to any servant of the Club. 

XIII. No subseription paper shall be cireulated 
nor any article exposed for sale in the Club House. 

XIV. Eating will not be permitted in the Read- 
ing or Reception Rooms. Drinks shall not be served 
in the Reading or Reception Rooms. 

XV. No member or visitor shall be allowed to 
send a servant out of the Club Grounds. A messen- 
ger will be furnished on application at the office. 

XVI. Dogs shall not be brought into the Club 
House. 

XVII. No member shall reprimand a servant of 
the Club; any negligence must be reported to the 
Superintendent. 

XVIII. Members are required to make all com- 
plaints and suggestions in writing and deposit the 
same in a complaint box prepared for that purpose. 
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Complaints addressed personally to members of the 
Board of Directors will not receive attention. 

XIX. The Superintendent is required to note 
any violation of these rules or of the By-Laws, and 
report the same to the Board of Directors, whose 
duty it is to see that they are complied with, and to 
take immediate cognizance of any infraction of the 
same. 

XX. Bedrooms may be engaged by resident 
members at monthly rates, to be had from the Super- 
intendent. 

XXI. Members may engage guest bedrooms in 
lke manner for a day or longer, but no such room 
may be retained by one member for longer time than 
fourteen days if required for other applicants. 

XXII. Accounts of members occupying bed- 
rooms must be settled weekly. An extra charge of 
25 cents will be made for drinks or meals served in 
bedrooms. 

XXIII. No member will be allowed to play the 
piano after midnight.
